Mr. Schuetretter died at his home I 
on Railroad street Thursday morning 
at the age of 84. 
He W'as born in 
Philadelphia, and spent his early life 
there, moving to Aflatus county about 
25 years ago. 


He enlisted as a private at the out­ 
break of the Civil War, serving in 
Company A, 23 regiment of the Penn­ 
sylvania Infantry'. 
He fought at Get­ 
tysburg, among other battles, and re- j 
reived his discharge September 8, 1864. j 
The pallbearers, members of Camp 
112, Sons of Veterans, were E. Harry I 
Roth, G. R. Thompson, R. E. Zinn 
and Harvey Starrier. The firing squad, 
in charge of Sergeant George Hughes, 
was also from Camp 112, and com­ 
posed of the following: W. H. Fur- 
ney, Norman Caskey, William Wach- 
ter, Glenn Tinton and David Tawney'. 
The Rev. Harry Daniels read tho serv­ 
ice at the grave.

Escape With Money From Door 
of Denver Mini Despite 
Rifle Fire. 


COUNTIES PAY TAX 


(By Associated Press) 
Denver, Colo., Dec. 18.—Three ban­ 
dits today shot and probably fatally 
wounded William Have nor, a federal 
reserve bank guard, and escaped with 
about $200,000 in gold which was be­ 
ing loaded onto a federal reserve truck 
in front of the Denver mint. 
The 
funds wvre to be transferred from the 
mint to a local federal reserve bank. 
The robbers seized the gold and 
►prang into their waiting automobile. 
As the car sped away, government 
guards in the mint building fired from 
the windows at the robbers. 
The entire Denver police force was 
quickly called into aition in an effort 
to apprehend the bandits. 
The robbery occurred at 10:40 o’­ 
clock, a few minutes after the govern­ 
ment employees had begun to load the 
gold into the truck. 
While the loading was in progress, 
en automobile drew up in front of the 
mint budding. 
Three robbers sprang 
from it. Before employees knew what 
wan happening the masked men open­ 
ed fire from high power rifles.

Touches Subjects Of Vital 
Importance.

Pointe Out That 
Most 
Economical 
System Of Producing Pork Is To 


Have Farm ers Own Good Stock. 


.Last year in our Annual Report to 
Farm Bureau, we dealt with future 
possibilities of agricultural develop­ 
ment in Adams county. W ithout going 
into detail, which would demand too 
much of your time at this meeting, 
we will very' briefly summarize the 
<k*velopment 
of better agricultural 
practices in the county during the past 
years which conform very closely to 
the plans outlined in last year's re­ 
port. 
Livestock 
Tt has been definitely demonstrated 
that the most economical system of 
producing pork in this county is for 
a number of breeders to own a well 
bred sire cooperatively. 
At present 
we have six hog breeders’ associations 
with a total membership of 56. 
In 
addition to this we have a number of 
individual breeders who have been im­ 
proving their herds by the introduc­ 
tion of well bred animals. 
In addition to these hog breeders’ 
associations there were two communi­ 
ties who supported boys’ pig breeding 
clubs and one community supported a 
boys’ pig feeding club. Just recently 
a number of our steer feeders brought 
nearly 500 head of steers cooperatively 
on the Chicago market. By doing this 
we feel the men secured a better grade 
for the same or less money than they 
have been doing in the past locally. 


Dairying 
The <tairy industry in Adams county 
has lots of room for improvement. 
Until our dairymen realize* the im­ 
portance of carefully culling out the 
low producing animals, the milk pro­ 
duction per cow in Adams county will 
remain far below a profit producing 
average. The cooperative efforts of the 
farm ers in several sections of the 
county has been instrum ental in se­ 
curing for them a reasonable market 
price for their milk throughout the 
year. 
Poultry 
The 
poultry 
industry 
of 
Adams 
county is an important 
industry in 
every section. 
Feeding meetings and 
culling dem onstrations were held in 
eight different communities 
of 
the 
county. 
Four dem onstration farm s 
were established in four communities 
of the county where the better prac­ 
tices of poultry management are used. 
The housing of poultry is an import­ 
ant item of a successful poultry busi­ 
ness 
and 
many 
houses were con­ 
structed this fiast year according to 
plans that have proven most satisfac­ 
tory. 
O ops 
It has been definitely proven that 
the planting of good seed will increase 
crop production. 
This past year seed 
wheat and seed coni was secured by 
almost thirty farm ers from sources 
outside of the county, while many of 
the farm ers secured good seed from 
the fanners who secured good clean 
seed last your from an outside source, 
thus supplying a large 
number of 
farm s with better seed. 
A lfalfa as a forage crop and soil 
builder is almost unequaled. 
Several 
farm ers have sown alfalfa and se­ 
cured a good stand. 
Corn and soy­ 
beans Is an excellent m ixture for the 
silo and a number of farm ers grew 
soybeans for that purpose this year. 
Even though a 
number of 
Adams 
county farm ers have secured good seed 
of various 
kinds, 
there 
is 
much 
room for improvement in the produc­ 
tion of crops. 
The wheat of Adams 
county is known to be almost the 
worst in the State in its content of 
obnoxious weeds of various 
kinds, 
garlic being one of the worst. 
Every 
possible effort should be made to 
eradicate thus weed as well as others 
and great precaution should be taken 
to plant good clean seed. 
The proper use of fertilizers and 
the use of the proper kind of fertilizer 
has a large influence upon the crop 
production. 
This past year several 
tests of various kinds of fertilizer 
were carried on to determine which 
produced the best results, the most 
economically. 
Several 
corn 
variety 
tests were conducted. 


Potatoes 
The 
potato 
industry 
of 
Adams 
county has made some progress the 
past year. Over 1500 bushels of good 
seed was distributed to 140 farm s. 
It 
is a known fact that the use of good 
seed potatoes will increase the yield 
and if properly sprayed during the 
season, an additional increase will be 
secured. Five potato spraying demon-

The fruit industry has received con­ 
siderable attention from the disease 
and insect standpoint.

with Mr. Frost and Mr. Walton of the 
Arendtsville Field Laboratory, seven 
spraying dem onstrations were 
con­ 
ducted during this year. 
In July a 
fruit growers' tour was conducted O, 
these various demonstrations to study 
the results.
